are both deceased. EKDAHL advised that his mother and 
father separated in approximately 1942 and a short time 
later his father went to the Fort Worth, Texas area where 
he was employed by Ebasco Services of New York City. He 
commented that his father occasionally returned to the 
New York City area after that time and on one occasion told 
him that he had remarried. EKDAHL stated that he never knew 
the name of his father's second wife or anything about her. 

He stated he had never heard of LEE HARVEY OSWALD until after 
the assassination of President KENNEDY. He stated that he 
is positive that neither LEE HARVRY/OSWALD nor his mother ^—“ 
were named in the will of EDWIN A^EKDAHL, He believes that A/. 
his father never had any contact 'with his second wife or any 
of her children after 1948. EKDAHL was unable to furnish 
the addresses of his father from 1945 to 1948. 





On December 6, 1963, Mr. BARNEY SLATE, Security 
Officer, American Airlines, New York City, advised SA ROGER 
H. LEE that a search oOCneir records failed to reveal any 
record of an ELIZABETHaCAMPBELL or a LEE HARVEY OSWALD on 
Flight 59 from Dallas Vo San Antonio, Tex&p, on January 2, 

1963. Mr. SLATE stated the only recordsremaining which 
would pertain to this flight are tickets issued by American 
Airlines and had Mrs. CAMPBELL or OSWALD been ticketed by 
another airline the tickets would have been returned to the 
issuing airline upon completion of the flight. SLATE commented 
that reservation lists are destroyed after ninety days and 
therefore a list for Flight 59 on January 2, 1963, would no 
longer be in existence. 
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
